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SAC's  Contri 


For  a quarter  of  a century.  ICBMs  have  made  up 
a significant  part  of  our  strategic  nuclear  deter- 
rent. There  is  no  precise  way  to  evaluate  the  con- 
tributions that  ICBMs  — or  our  other  strategic  systems 
— have  made  to  the  relative  peace  that  has  prevailed 
over  those  25  years,  because  there  is  no  way  of  knowing 
what  would  have  happened  without  them. 

But  precise  evaluation  aside,  the  pattern  of  major 
power  conflict  over  the  first  half  of  the  century  is  clearly 
in  sharp  contrast  to  the  record  since  our  strategic  ar- 
senal came  on  the  scene.  And.  certainly,  it  is  fair  to 
infer  that  our  strategic  strength  has  had  a moderating 
effect  on  Soviet  behavior  around  the  world.  Given  their 
will  to  dominate  and  their  clear  superiority  in  conven- 
tional capability,  the  Soviets  almost  certainly  would 
have  been  even  more  aggressive  in  spreading  their  in- 
fluence had  they  not  been  deterred  by  our  strategic 
forces. 

We  are  now  in  the  midst  of  a strategic  modernization 
program  to  provide  those  benefits  to  future  generations, 
both  here  and  elsewhere,  who  choose  to  live  in  peace 
and  freedom.  Every  aspect  of  our  strategic  capability  is 
being  upgraded. 

— Air  launched  cruise  missiles  are  being  deployed  on 
our  B-52s,  and  the  aircraft’s  avionics  and  radar  are  being 
improved.  The  B-1B  is  in  production  and  will  reach  an 
initial  operating  capability  in  FY  1986.  Research  is  pro- 
gressing well  toward  an  advanced  technology  bomber 
for  deployment  in  the  1990s. 

— We  have  programs  underway  to  improve  the  ac- 
curacy, reliability  and  maintainability  of  our  MIN- 
UTEMAN  missiles.  At  this  writing,  the  future  of  the 
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MX  missile  is  not  certain.  Given  its  central  role  both 
in  restoring  the  balance  and  in  promoting  arms  reduc- 
tions. however.  1 believe  it  will  be  deployed  on  schedule 
in  1986.  We  are  also  working  toward  a new  small  missile 
for  deployment  in  the  1990s. 

— Production  of  the  TRIDENT  submarine  and  TRI- 
DENT I missile  is  continuing,  and  a new,  more  powerful 
and  accurate  TRIDENT  II  missile  could  begin  deploy- 
ment at  the  end  of  this  decade. 

— Our  command  control  communications  systems 
are  being  strengthened  through  a wide  range  of  pro- 
grams. 

— In  the  area  of  strategic  defenses,  air  defenses  are 
being  upgraded  in  cooperation  with  Canada,  and  a vig- 
orous research  program  in  ballistic  missile  defense  is 
underway. 

In  combination,  these  programs  will  insure  that  our 
strategic  hardware  is  equal  to  the  challenges  of  the  fu- 
ture. But  hardware  alone,  as  I have  often  said,  cannot 
provide  deterrence.  It  is  the  melding  of  well  trained, 
professional  and  dedicated  people  with  modern,  so- 
phisticated hardware  that  creates  a credible  deterrent 
shield. 

Events  like  the  missile  competition  provide  an  op- 
portunity to  evaluate  and  improve  that  interaction  — 
and  to  demonstrate,  for  all  to  see,  that  Strategic  Air 
Command  is  a strong  and  vibrant  organization,  ready 
to  perform  its  mission  whenever  it  is  called  upon. 

Those  of  you  who  will  soon  enter  this  arena  of 
friendly  but  intense  competition  represent  the  best  of 
an  elite  force.  Through  determination  and  hard  work, 
you  have  honed  your  skills  to  a noteworthy  degree.  And, 


as  a consequence,  you  have  been  selected  to  represent 
your  units  against  others  who  have  done  the  same. 

I congratulate  each  of  you  and  wish  you  well.  Some 
will  prevail  in  each  category  of  the  competition,  but 
already,  you  are  all  clearly  marked  as  winners.  The  im- 
proved concepts  and  procedures  that  will  emerge  will 
benefit  the  entire  missile  force  and  strengthen  deter- 
rence. The  nation,  too,  is  a winner.'fr^^^

The  credibility  of  our  land-based 
strategic  missile  force  depends 
greatly  upon  the  professional- 
ism and  dedication  of  a cadre  of 
Strategic  Air  Command's  finest  in- 
structors. the  members  of  the  4315th 
Combat  Crew  Training  Squadron 
(CCTS).  Vandenberg  Air  Force  Base. 
California.  Each  of  these  instructors 
was  hand-picked  from  the  ranks  of 
missile  combat  crew  instructors  and 
evaluators  to  be  instructors  at  Initial 
Qualification  Training  (IQT).  Being 
selected  for  the  4315th  CCTS  is  an 
honor  and  teaching  at  IQT  is  one  of 
the  most  satisfying  and  rewarding  ex- 
periences of  an  Air  Force  career.  But 
how  does  this  elite  group  of  approxi- 
mately 150  people  merit  selection 
from  the  entire  SAC  missile  crew 
force?  It  isn't  easy. 

The  process  begins  right  here  at 
Vandenberg  AFB.  As  an  Initial  Qual- 
ification Training  student,  you'll  find 
yourself  immersed  in  the  training 
which  will  lead  to  a successful  career 
in  missiles.  Known  as  one  of  the 
toughest  schools  in  the  Air  Force. 

IQT  has  a wash  out  rate  that  rivals 
any  technical  school  in  the  world. 
Students  soon  find  that  doing  well  on 
the  central  California  coastline  de- 
mands a 1 10%  commitment  for 
nearly  80  consecutive  days.  Dedica- 
tion and  hard  work  produce  results. 

A highly  qualified  (HQ)  rating  during 
your  initial  evaluation  is  one  of  life's 
most  satisfying  experiences  and  one 
only  an  elite  few  will  ever  savor. 

From  IQT  at  Vandenberg.  the  next 
destination  is  normally  the  north 
country.  There  you  will  have  four 
years  to  build  the  foundation  that 
will  carry  you  through  your  entire  ca- 
reer in  the  Air  Force.  This  founda- 
tion starts  with  a demanding  upgrade 
training  program  and  moves  into  the 
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tedium  of  day-to-day  alert  duty. 
These  alerts  are  not  only  crucial  to 
the  deterrent  posture  and  defense  of 
our  nation,  hut  they  are  also  an  im- 
portant part  of  your  development  as 
an  individual.  Once  on  alert,  you  are 
on  your  own  and  have  the  opportu- 
nity to  make  the  best  possible  use  of 
your  time.  The  first  priority  is  to  de- 
velop and  maintain  your  weapon  sys- 
tem knowledge  at  a state-of-the-art 
level.  Then,  with  your  feet  firmly  on 
the  ground,  you  will  be  looking  for- 
ward to  your  first  recurring  evalua- 
tion. This  “check”  given  by  wing 
evaluators  uses  one  of  their  infamous 
scripts,  which  may  have  been  espe- 
cially written  for  your  crew.  Nor- 
mally this  evaluation  is  a nerve- 
racking  experience  for  the  new  crew, 
but  it's  also  your  first  real  opportu- 
nity to  show  your  stuff  when  it 
counts.  An  “HQ”  on  your  first  unit 
evaluation  really  goes  a long  way  to- 
ward establishing  yourself  as  a strong 
crew  member. 

After  completing  that  all-important 
first  evaluation,  your  attention  will 
turn  to  completing  your  Professional 
Military  Education  (PME).  Once  that 
is  out  of  the  way.  you  can  get  started 
on  that  master's  degree  — but  don’t 
forget  your  job!  It  is  easy  to  get  so  in- 
volved in  school  and  additional  du- 
ties that  we  lose  sight  of  our  primary 
mission  and  let  our  weapon  system 
knowledge  slip.  You  can’t  afford  to 
let  that  happen.  Doing  your  job  de- 
mands that  you  maintain  your  sys- 
tem expertise,  spending  the  time 
necessary  to  stay  “razor  sharp"  on 
system  knowledge.  Even  seasoned 
crew  members  must  devote  them- 
selves to  continual  self-study  so  they 
won’t  slip  and  fall  behind.  These 
achievements  will  set  you  apart  from

your  peers  and  make  alert  time  pay 
big  dividends. 

Once  your  qualifications  as  a crew 
o member  become  apparent,  the  offer 
of  a “shop  job”  won't  be  long  in 
coming.  Entry  into  one  of  the 
“shops",  either  as  an  instructor  or 
evaluator,  is  the  next  step  toward 
greater  responsibility.  In  DOT  or 
DOV  you  will  learn  the  basics  of 
being  an  Air  Force  staff  officer  and 
continue  to  grow  as  a crew  member 
while  learning  the  fine  points  of  the 
weapon  system.  After  a year  or  so  in 
the  shop,  it’s  back  to  the  line  as  mis- 
sile combat  crew  commanders.  As  a 
commander  you  will  have  the  oppor- 
tunity both  to  play  a significant  role 
in  the  development  of  your  deputy  as 
0 a combat  crew  member  and  to  de- 
velop your  own  skills  as  a leader  and 
rater  of  a fellow  officer.  At  this  point, 
several  options  become  available. 
From  line  commander  you  may  want 
to  go  back  to  a shop,  or  you  may 
find  yourself  moving  into  the  Flight 
Commander's  position  with  more 
management  responsibility. 

Three  years  have  passed  by  now 
and  it's  Form  90  time.  This  is  when 
all  that  hard  work  you’ve  done  in  the 
past  three  years  will  really  pay  off. 
You  have  established  yourself  as  a 
strong  and  capable  combat  crew 
member,  on  top  of  that  you  have  es- 
tablished PME  and  a master's  degree, 
a solid  foundation,  but  you're  not 
home  yet.  Only  a few  of  these  distin- 
guished crew  members  will  return  to 
Vandenberg  to  teach  IQT.  That's 
when  the  real  work  begins.  Initial 
Qualification  Training  students  de- 
mand a total  commitment  that  only 
the  most  dedicated  instructors  can 
deliver.  They  expect,  and  get.  the  fin- 
est that  SAC  can  provide.  As  an  in- 


structor you'll  have  to  work  long, 
difficult  hours  including  weekends 
and  nights  when  you  might  prefer  to 
be  somewhere  else.  But  nowhere  else 
will  provide  the  rewards  you'll  re- 
ceive by  teaching  IQT.  Nothing  is 
more  satisfying  than  watching  what 
seems  like  yesterday’s  brand  new  stu- 
dent get  briefed  on  his  first  “HQ." 
But  that's  not  all.  As  an  instructor 
you  will  develop  relationships  that 
will  last  a lifetime.  You'll  also  experi- 
ence that  emotional  moment  when 
you  push  your  students  out  of  the 
nest  and  send  your  fledglings  off  to 
the  wings  to  begin  their  career,  as 
you  did  not  so  long  ago. 

Initial  Qualification  Training  has 
other  rewards  as  well.  You  will  be 
working  directly  for  the  Commander 
of  the  1st  Strategic  Aerospace  Divi- 
sion with  the  additional  responsibility 
that  entails.  You’ll  find  yourself  hus- 
tling around  the  base  working  on  the 
my  riad  of  jobs  that  are  required  to 
keep  a dynamic  division  going.  Some 
of  these  may  include  proofing  the 
scripts  to  be  used  in  the  annual  SAC 
Missile  Combat  Crew  Competition  or 
escorting  distinguished  visitors  that 
frequently  tour  this  beautiful  and  vi- 
tally important  base.  Time  will  fly 
and  before  you  know  it  your  three 
year  tour  will  be  over  and  it  will  be 
Form  90  time  again.  You  will  find 
yourself  eligible  for  a whole  list  of 
jobs  in  SAC.  and  with  your  back- 
ground and  experience,  you'll  be  one 
of  the  few  people  in  demand  for 
many  of  these  challenging  positions. 

There  are  many  avenues  in  the 
road  of  life.  Being  on  the  cutting 
edge  and  earning  the  recognition  as 
one  of  SAC’s  select  few  is  my  way. 
and  I'm  proud  to  be  an  instructor  at 
the  4315  CCTS.

Competitors  from  McConnell, 
381st  Strategic  Missile  Wing 
have  completed  a long  and  de- 
manding training  schedule  to  prepare 
for  one  goal  — winning  the  Blanchard 
Trophy  in  1985. 

Because  McConnell  is  undergoing 
deactivation  of  its  17  Titan  II  ICBMs, 
1985  is  slated  as  the  last  year  for 
McConnell’s  participation  in  the  SAC 
Missile  Combat  Competition. 

Following  challenging  evaluations  in 
the  missile  procedures  trainer  (MPT) 
and  a grueling  elimination  process  of 
more  than  100  crews,  the  381st  SMW 
is  sending  to  Vandenberg  its  top  two 
operations  crews.  While  at  Vanden- 
berg, the  crews  will  compete  in  two 
separate  evaluations  on  the  MPT  in 
which  they  have  two  hours  to  solve 
multiple  malfunctions. 

Five  of  McConnell’s  operations 
competitors  bring  a combined  total  of 
18  years  in  competition  training  ex- 
perience.

Flying  Crew 


Crew  R-164,  consisting  of  Capt  Mario  Mastrandrea 
Jr.,  pilot;  Capt  Kurt  A.  Green,  copilot;  Capt  Daniel

operator,  19  AREFW,  Robins  AFB.  is  SAC's  Flying 
Crew  of  the  Month.  Recently  Capt  Mastrandrea  and 
crew  were  ferrying  a flight  of  F-4's  from  Pease  AFB  to 
Lajes  Air  Base,  Azores.  The  flight  was  mid  ocean  when 
one  of  the  F-4’s  developed  a refueling  malfunction.  The 
F-4  would  not  take  on  fuel  normally  and  the  mission 
was  at  a point  that  even  if  the  F-4  returned  to  launch 
base,  additional  problems  could  prevent  safe  recovery. 
The  decision  to  continue  to  Lajes  AB  was  made;  but 
in  order  to  facilitate  refueling,  emergency  pressure  re- 
fueling would  have  to  be  accomplished.  The  crew  was 
able  to  perform  the  emergency  procedure  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  the  boom  operator  had  never  performed 
a pressure  refueling.  To  compound  the  problem,  the 
crew  was  experiencing  communications  problems  with 
HF,  IFF-SIF  and  one  UHF  radio  was  totally  inopera- 
tive. Effective  crew  coordination  allowed  Crew  R-164 
to  offload  fuel  to  all  receivers  in  the  flight,  maintain 
flight  safety  and  successfully  recover  the  flight  into  Lajes 
AB.  The  crew’s  professional  performance  in  a very  de- 
manding environment  reflected  superior  air  sense  and 
crew  coordination.  Their  outstanding  judgment  and  air- 
manship led  to  a successful  flight  to  a remote  island 
location.

Missile  Crew 


Crew  R-060,  consisting  of  lLt  Charles  Atkinson, 
MCCC;  1 Lt  William  Bizzell,  DMCCC;  A 1C  Randy 
Fantas,  MSAT;  and  SrA  Scott  Wondrow,  MFT,  308th 
SMW,  Little  Rock  AFB,  is  SAC’s  Missile  Crew  of  the 
Month.  During  a recent  no-notice  OR1  inspection,  a 
hazardous  situation  and  multiple  equipment  malfunc- 
tions threatened  to  take  their  sortie  off  alert.  During 
daily  shift  verification,  the  MSAT  and  MFT  discovered 
the  air  compressor  hand-off-auto  switch  damaged  and 
improperly  configured.  The  air  compressor  was  locked 
into  continuous  operation.  Reconfiguring  the  equip- 
ment was  not  possible  due  to  a previously  documented 
malfunction  rendering  the  backup  air  compressor  in- 
operable. Excessive  pressure  had  already  caused  relief 
valves  to  pop,  and  air  pressure  essential  to  numerous 
missile  support  facilities  was  at  risk.  Crew  R-060 
quickly  determined  that  the  air  compressor  could  be 
permissively  controlled  from  the  control  center  facility 
power  control  board  if  the  complex  was  on  standby 
diesel  power.  After  explaining  the  situation  to  the  in- 
spector, the  crew  used  automatic  power  checkout  pro- 
cedures to  transfer  the  complex  to  standby  power.  They 
immediately  shut  off  the  endangered  air  compressor 
preventing  serious  damage  to  equipment.  As  other  mal- 
functions occurred,  the  crew  demonstrated  superior 
weapon  system  knowledge  and  procedures.  When  the 
evaluation  was  over  and  corrective  action  for  these  nu- 


merous malfunctions  was  complete,  the  IG  lavished 
praise  upon  the  crew.  The  complex  was  rated  “excel- 
lent” and  the  MSAT  and  MFT  were  selected  for  pres- 
tigious recognition  as  IG  “Professional  Performers.” 
Crew  R-060’s  outstanding  performance  was  especially 
impressive  as  this  was  the  crew's  first  alert  together.

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"Weapons  Tips" 


At  a Minuteman  base,  during  MGS  replacement  at 
an  LF,  a defective  safety  line  broke,  allowing  the  hoist 
control  cable  to  fall  into  the  launch  tube,  striking  a 
maintenance  team  member  and  the  MGS.  Fortunately, 
the  maintenance  man  was  not  injured  and  damage  to 
the  MGS  was  minimal.  The  critical  point  is  that  foreign 
objects  falling  into  the  launch  tube  can  be  hazardous 
to  your  health.  Even  small  items  can  cause  serious  dam- 
age given  the  right  circumstances.  Everyone  who  works 
on  LFs  must  be  constantly  on  alert  to  guard  against 
personal  error  and  react  to  the  unforeseen! 

By  now,  all  units  should  have  and  be  using  the  SAC 
supplement  to  AFR  127-4  and  AFOSH  Standard  127- 
31.  If  you  don't  have  these  yet,  get  with  your  PDO. 
Remember  — followup  is  your  responsibility. 

A four  foot  fall  criterion  has  been  included  in  AFOSH 
Standard  127-31  for  ICBM  activities.  Currently,  weapon 
system  technical  orders  which  have  precedence  over 
AFOSH  standards  require  protection  for  falls  of  six  feet 
or  more.  Changes  to  these  tech  data  are  forthcoming. 
In  the  meantime,  those  areas  where  the  four  foot  criteria 
will  be  in  effect,  but  where  providing  protection  is  either 
impossible  or  impractical,  should  be  brought  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  base  safety  office  for  risk  assessment  and 
resolution  IAW  AFR  127-12.

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Psychological  Impact  of  Stress 

on  the  Crewmember

Have  you  or  someone  you  know  had  any  stressful 
moments  lately?  If  your  answer  is  no  — con- 
sider yourself  in  a minority.  Stress  is  a fact  of 
life  and  as  crewmembers  we  must  be  able  to  identify 
it.  In  this  article,  we  hope  to  provide  you  with  a working 
definition  of  psychological  stress  as  well  as  how  to  rec- 
ognize the  problem  in  yourself  and  others,  and  how  to 
deal  with  the  problem.  By  understanding  psychological 
stress,  we,  as  crewmembers,  can  better  recognize  and 
deal  with  it. 


WHAT  IT  IS 

Stress  can  be  defined  as  any  situation  impinging  on 
an  organism  requiring  adjustive  reactions.  It  evolves 
from  situations  involving  fear,  insecurity,  frustration, 
pain,  fatigue  and  any  other  form  of  tension  or  discom- 
fort. As  flyers,  we  are  involved  in  a myriad  of  events 
that  promote  stress.  Inflight  emergencies,  last  minute 
substitutions.  ORIs.  CEVG  visits  etc,  all  lead  to  situ- 
ations that  require  us  to  adjust  ourselves  mentally. 
Stress  only  has  meaning  as  related  to  the  person  ex- 
periencing it. 

Tension  is  due  to  conditions  arising  out  of  mobiliza- 
tion of  psychobiological  resources  to  meet  a threat.  Psy- 
chologically, tension  is  characterized  by  feelings  of 
strain,  uneasiness  and  anxiety.  Few  and  far  between  are 
the  crewmembers  who  have  not  experienced  some  form 
of  tension  while  performing  their  day-to-day  duties. 

Various  factors  can  affect  the  individual’s  ability  to 
handle  stress  or  tension.  These  factors  can  be  classified 
into  two  categories:  Environmental  and  Personality.  En- 
vironmental factors  can  include  the  following: 

Living  arrangements  — are  they  happy  with  what 
they  have?  Is  the  location,  physical  surroundings  and 
distance  to  work  suitable  to  the  needs  of  the  individual? 

Military  life  — if  this  is  their  first  real  taste  of  military 
life,  definite  changes  to  their  life  style  must  be  made  to 
conform  to  military  requirements. 

Financial  — a definite  concern  for  those  out  on  their 
own  for  the  first  time. 

Marital  and  peer  group  relations  — does  each  indi- 
vidual possess  the  ability  to  relate  with  peers;  this  is  just 
as  important  to  spouses  as  well  as  the  military  member. 

Flight  program  atmosphere  and  schedules  — what 
about  the  problem  of  having  a screamer  for  an  instruc- 
tor or  a personality  conflict  between  an  instructor  and 
his  student. 


Organizational  factors  within  a unit  can  affect  a per- 
son’s tolerance  of  stress,  as  instructors  you  should  dis- 
cuss the  necessity  of  having  a well  organized  group  in 
order  for  a crew  to  function  properly.  Cover  such  items 
as: 

Morale  — the  willingness  of  the  group  to  work  to- 
gether towards  a common  goal. 

Group  Identity  — this  broadens  one’s  sense  of  duty 
to  group  goals  and  responsibilities;  a feeling  of  belong- 
ing. 

A group  that  does  not  develop  these  factors  is  apt  to 
create  a situation  that  could  lead  to  tension  and  conflict. 

Personality  factors  include  self  confidence,  use  of  de- 
fense mechanisms,  ability  to  form  good  interpersonal 
relationships,  conformity  to  expected  norms  and  flex- 
ibility. These  factors  help  determine  how  well  an  in- 
dividual deals  with  stress. 

Stress  is  basically  a conflict  that  is  psychological  in 
nature.  The  most  common  areas  of  conflict  are:  Mar- 
riage/family (spouse  worried  about  his/her  flyer  due  to 
the  hazards  of  the  job);  financial  and  medical  problems 
(this  includes  personal/family  problems).  Stress  can  in- 
fluence one’s  dealings  with  others,  the  job,  and  also  the 
way  one  is  able  to  handle  the  stress. 

The  body  uses  different  mechanisms  to  handle  stress. 
There  are  various  defense  mechanisms  used  to  protect 
the  individual  from  tension  or  harm.  These  defense 
mechanisms  are: 
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Denial  — consciously  or  unconscously  refusing  to 
admit  that  there  is  anything  wrong. 

Projection  — transfer  blame  and  shortcomings  to 
others. 

Rationalization  — justify  actions  by  giving  “good” 

excuses. 

Reaction  formation  — this  is  the  “I  don't  care”  at- 
titude. 

If  these  defense  mechanisms  are  not  used,  the  body 
translates  these  tensions  into  physical  pain,  which  is 
known  as  psychosomatic  effects  of  emotional  stress. 
Psychosomatic  is  by  no  means  a synonym  for  crazy, 
everyone  has  had  psychosomatic  effects  in  his  life  at 
one  time  or  another.  It  is  simply  a translation  of  tension 
into  headaches,  stomach  problems,  fatigue,  insomnia 
or  skin  rashes.  Emotional  stress  can  change  one’s  men- 
tal problems  into  very  real  physical  problems.  Stress 
can  evolve  out  of  the  unknown,  insecurity,  fatigue,  etc. 
and  unless  resolved,  these  stresses  will  dominate  one’s 
mental  activities  to  the  point  of  actual  pain  or  depres- 
sion. 

Many  people  are  unable  to  recognize  that  they  have 
a problem,  however,  there  are  many  recognizable  signs 
which  an  individual  can  use  to  identify  the  form  of 
stress  or  tension  that  he/she  might  have.  One  of  the 
most  common  signs  is  a feeling  of  depression  or  feeling 
“down”.  If  not  corrected,  this  problem  can  lead  to  an 
inability  to  concentrate,  nervousness,  anxiety  and  over 
sensitivity  to  criticism.  The  thing  that  everyone  should 
understand  is  that  one  should  not  be  afraid  to  admit 
that  they  may  have  a problem  and  need  help.  We  will 
all  face  stressful  situations  throughout  life  and  we  must 
be  able  to  solve  the  problems  that  cause  stress  before 
we  pay  the  ultimate  price  — let's  not  "buy  the  farm". 

We  have  included  in  Figure  1 just  one  of  several  avail- 
able aids  to  help  you  determine  your  current  stress  level. 
We  encourage  you  to  complete  the  exercise  and  hope 
the  results  will  not  cause  you  any  additional  stress.  — 
Ed.
